1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance of the claims is the inclusion of "wherein further 
included is a get policy component that obtains relevant policies, a first cache for 
caching an output of the get policy component, and a calculate policy component that 
calculates an inheritance with the output received from the first cache and transmits the 
inheritance to a second cache, wherein the information in the first cache is updated 
based on a time stamping; wherein broad control settings are set higher in the 
hierarchical tree structure while lower level control settings are set at a level of one of 
the devices." in all of the independent claims. Sonderegger U.S patent # 5,859,978, 
Olds U.S patent no. 5,878,415 and Lawing et al. U.S patent application # 
US002/01 12150A1 do not have these limitations. 

The Examiner's interpretation of the claim language is based upon Applicant's 
the argument received on 28 May 2004 (pages 13-15) and the enabling portions of the 
specification, (Fig. 5, Abstract, pages 9-20). Therefore, Applicant's instant claims are 
considered to be allowable..
